April 2, according to ac- 
tion taken by the city council 
Monday night. 


Some 15 to 20 businessmen 
voiced their views on the ques- 
tion before the council Monday 
night. 


Statements which had been 
made before, concerning the pro- 
viding of off-street parking, en- 
forcement of present two-hour 
parking law, keeping the city as 
the only community in the north 
that doesn’t have meters, were 
voiced again by merchants, 


Donald Clark said: I'd like 
to see this one town in the north 
that doesn’t have parking met- 
ers,” 


Councilman Rebec said: ‘The 
council went ahead with the 
parking meters to relieve the 
parking problem on our main 
streets.” 

Leo Sommerville said: “Our 
local peopic are the worst of- 
fenders. Qur present parking 
law is not enforced at all. Peo- 
ple park all day, sometimes.” 


Keith Dressel said: ‘‘We’ve 
got to have places to park our 
cars before we have parking 
meters. That's what Boyne City 
did.” He said that several years 
ago the city planning commis- 
sion told the council that alley 
parking should be fixed before 
parking meters are installed. 


Councilman  Sturgell said: 
“We sat hore in good faith and 
did what we did (ordered met- 
ers) and no one came to the 
meeting to discuss it with us.”

In answer to a statement that 
few people in the beginning 
knew about the council's action 
on the meters, Couneilman Stur- 
gell said: ‘‘Read your newspaper, 
come to your couneil meetings.” 


M.N. McDaniel said: “I admit 
there arc two sides to this ques- 
tion. The counci! expected to 
meet wth th ebusinessmen and 
no one showed up, But there was 
a petition here with $1 merch- 
ants' names on it. Now, there 
may have been a misunderstand- 
ing among the merchants on that. 
But, I do feel that with the sen- 
timent shown here tonight, the 
council should give the merch- 
ants some consideration.” 

After the discussion got ar- 
ound to placing the question on 
the April 2nd ballot, Bud Hite 
said: ‘Uf the peonle vote park- 
ing meters in, everybody in this 
room would go along with that 
vote.”

To tell the truth, it was my 
hope when I wrote that letter 
that if neople could be made to 
realize what a nuisance and men 
ace their nets are, being mostly 
a pretty nice lot of folks, they 
would do something about it of 
their own accord. Maybe I was 
wrong to have confidence in the 
innate decency of my fellow hu- 
mans. 

In the September, 1954 issue

mare of Rahies’” appeared. It 
described what hydrophobia is 


and how it acts, It started out 
with a description of the agonies 
suffered by the victim whose 
nervous system is attacked by 
rabies virus — “The all time 
champion in the big league of 
torture.”

If anyone 
doubts this, I can give the name 
of a boy whose parents attended 
my church in Detroit. This lad 
narrowly escaped death after ra- 
bies vaccination, and suffered 
severe paralysis as an after ef- 
fect. 

If you have kept your back 
issues of this magazine, won't 
you please read that article ag- 
ain? Or go to the public library 
end ask for the September, 1954 
Readers Digest. Read it with 
vour own child in mind.
